In order to av oid b eing p laced on 
the delinq u ent list ¡and cau se y ou rself 
and tihe officers a great amou nt of 
trou b le y ou hdd b etter p ay y ou r dog 
tax b efore May 1. 
The 'tax is now 
du e and is p ay ab le to the township 
tru stee or the cou nty assessor. 
The 
law jon delinq u ent dog tax is v ery 
strict and 'the fine is one dollar and 
cost for ev ery day the tax is ev erdu e 
and each day constitu tes a sep arate 
offense. 
All the tax es on dogs not 
p aid b y May 1 will b e tu rned ov er to 
the p rosecu tor and he will take step s 
to p u nish the offenders. 


Attorney s for the p etitions who ask 
that i>arts of Perkins, Six th, Sev enth 
and the p ike adjoining Eighth street 
on the east b e p av ed with b rick u nder 
the three-mile road law, ridicu le the 
assertions of certain 
residents of 
Perkins and the other streets that the 
p etitioner's names, 
many of them, 
were ob tained b y frau d. 
The attor­ 
ney s declare that no frau d was ev er 
u sed and that su ch a declaration is 
p rep osterou s. 


They can not u nderstand, nor can 
many other p eop le, why frau d cou ld 
hav e b een u sed in ob taining the many 
signatu res which they hav e. 
It has 
b een u nderstood from the first that 
the p etition was to the effect that the 
streets shou ld b e p av ed 
u nder the 
three-mile grav el road law. 
There 
are only two methods for p av ing, the 
one u nder the three mile law and the 
one u nder the city 
and 
towns act 
which p rov ides that 
the 
ab u tting 
p rop erty owners shall p ay for the 
imp rov ement 
The three-mile road law is different 
than if was when the p etitions for the 
imp rov ement of Main and 
Second 
streets were first filed. 
At that time 
the law p rov ided that the tax p ay ers 
of the township shou ld p ay for the 
imp rov ement. The legislatu re of 19 00 
amended the law so that it now p ro­ 
v ides that the ab u tting p rop erty own­ 
e rs shall p ay the difference b etween 
macadam and b rick 
and that the 
first cost of the macadam shall b e as­ 
sessed against the township . Xo mis­ 
rep resentations were made and it was 
u nderstood that it 
was 
generally 
known that su ch an amendment had 
b een made since it is now two y ears 
old. 
It is said that the residents of Per- 
kin> street who are fighting the p eti­ 
tion will not circu late a remonstrance 
at this time, b u t will dep end on the 
charges of frau d in ob taining signa­ 
tu res to keep the commissioners from 
granting the p etition. 
It 
wou ld b e 
ab su rd for them to ev en consider the 
circu lation of a remonstrance at this 
time since the law states v ery sp eci­ 
fically that a remonstrance against 
any p etition for an imp rov ement u n­ 
der the three-mile law shall b e filed 
b efore the cou nty b oard of commis­ 
sioners twenty day s b efore the time 
set for considering the p etition. The 
p etition will b e taken u p b y the com­ 
missioners on the first or second day 
of their May meeting which will b e­ 
gin nex t Monday . 
The twenty day 
limit ex p ired sev eral day s ago. 
The p etition for the imp rov ement 
of Perkins and other streets was the 
fir« 4 of the ten 
p etitions for 
new 
roads in the cou nty which will b e p re­ 
sented to the commissioners a t their 
May meeting. 
It is likely that they 
will consider that p etition first al* 
thou gh they are not comp elled b y law 
to do so. 
Attorney s say that the 
commissioners may u se their owtn 
p reference in considering the p eti­ 
tions as the first may come last and 
the last first. 


It has b een estimated that Ru sh- 
v iile townsftu p can sp end only $85 ,- 
000 more for roadway s.

Council Would Have Concern Pay for 


Conveyance to Carry Electricity 


to Factory. 


Any city which will not fu rnish 
electricity , since it is the sou rce of 
p ower for all modern factories and 
will b e u sed b y all institu tions that 
are b u ilt du ring this age, at a reason­ 
ab le p rice, » at least near that which is 
b eing p aid b y factories in other cities 
has not a v ery b right fu tu re ahead, is 
the assertion of local factory men. 
They say that if the city cou ncil will 
not make arrangements to 
fu rnish 
p ower to factories at ia rate 
not to 
ex ceed two cents a killowat, 
there 
can b e no hop e of locating factories 
in Ru shv ille. 
That is the thing which is holding 
u p the p lans of the local comp any 
which will b u ild a fifty thou sand dol­ 
lar fu rnitu re p lant on the site in the 
Stewart and Tomp kins addition. The 
q u estion has b een op en for a few 
weeks and does not seem mu ch nearer 
solu tion 'than it was at the b egin­ 
ning. 
The city cou ncil has offered to fu r­ 
nish the factory with electricity for 
p ower p u rp oses only if they will do 
certain things. They will not fu rnish 
electricity for lighting 
p u rp oses at 
that rate, holding that 'the comp any 
shou ld p ay 
according to 
sehdu le 
p rices else ev ery merchant and resi­ 
dent in the city wou ld 
ex p ect the 
same rate. 
They contend that they 
can not afford to sell electricity at 
that p rice and still maintain the p lant. 
Besides fu rnishing the electricity for 
motor p ower only , the cou ncil asks 
that the factory comp any loan the 
city money with which to ru n the 
wires to the factory . It is estimated 
that it will cost from $15 00 to $2000 
to b u y the p oles. 
The cou ncil will 
agree to p ay b ack the money at a 
certain amou nt each month u ntil the 
'total is p aid for. 
The factory is holding ou t for the 
two cent rate for all electricity which 
is u sed, the city to fu rnish and eq u ip 
the p oles which will b e u sed in con­ 
v ey ing the electricity . 
They declare 
that, they hav e no cap ital for su ch 
p u rp oses as they p rop ose to p u t it all 
in the factory . 
The comp any hop es to hav e all of 
the p lans for the b u ilding comp leted 
b y the middle of nex t month. 
They 
are u ndecided as to whether or not 
they will let the contract or erect the 
b u ilding themselv es. 
They will p rob ­ 
ab ly do the latter. 
They hop e to 
b reak grou nd for the fou ndation b y 
the first of Ju ne if ev ery detail ,can 
he arranged b y that time. They hav e 
p ractically decided on the machinery 
which thev will b u v .

San Francisco woman, Mrs. D. H. In- 
gersoll, who is said to hav e giv en De­ 
tectiv e W. J. Bu rns his first clu e to 
the identity of the man who passed 
as “J. B. Bry ce” or “Bry son,” when 
560 pou nds of dy namite w'ere pu rchas­ 
ed at Giant, Cal., last September, has 
arriv ed here. A few minu tes after she 
had registered at a hotel she was 
taken away in an au tomobile and is 
now in hiding. 
E. R. Mills, head of 
the Bu rns agency here, and Sheriff 
William Hammel are the only men 
who know her place of concealment, 
and they are protecting her from in­ 
terv iewers. 
On Mrs. Ingersoll’s v erdict when 
she faces Jam es W. McNamara de­ 
pends his fate so far as the Times 
dy nam iting is concerned. 
She is ex ­ 
pected to identify him as “Bry ce" or 
“ Bry son,” the man who was a lodger 
in a hou se she had in San Francisco 
for sev eral weeks. 
She will face Mc­ 
N am ara within a few minu tes after 
he arriv es in Los Angeles, probably 
som e tim e today . 
Preparations hav e 
been made to gu ard the prisoners 
when they arriv e and to keep them 
safely in the cou nty jail. 
Fou r depu ­ 
ties are to gu ard the men constantly 
and a signal sy stem has been in­ 
stalled that is ex pected to giv e the 
alarm the instant escape or rescu e is 
attem pted. 
McManigal is to be pu t in 
a cell by himself and the McNamaras 
in the emergency tank.

Washington, April 26 .—The sole So­ 
cialist member of the hou se, Victor 
Berger of Milwau kee, wants congress 
to inv estigate the circu mstances su r­ 
rou nding the arrest of John J. Mc­ 
Namara, secretary of the International 
Bridge and Stru ctu ral Iron W orkers’ 
association, for complicity in the Los 
Angeles dy namite ou trage. 
Sociaiisr. 
Berger has introdu ced the following: 
“W hereas, it is reported in the pu blic 
press that one J. J. McNamara, here* 
tofore residing in the city of Indian 
apolia, Ind., has been depriv ed of lib­ 
erty and pu t in jeopardy of his life 
w ithou t du e process of law; therefore 
be it 
“Resolv ed by the hou se of repre­ 
sentativ es, the senate concu rring, That 
a committee of each hou se be appoint­ 
ed to inv estigate the arrest and ex tra­ 
dition of said M cNamara and to report 
its findings to the two hou ses at the 
e a rlie st. practicable moment.” 
Mr. Berger gav e ou t this interv iew 
on the su bject: 
“On the face of it the McNamara 
case looks like a conspiracy of fbe 
National E feetofs’ association against 
the iron workers’ u nion. The methods 
u sed to railroad McNamara ou t of In­ 
dianapolis show that the gu ilt is on 
the priv ate detectiv e and the Indiana 
state officials who helped them tram ­ 
ple on tl?e v ital principles u nderly ing 
the constitu tion of the United Stales. 
“Leav ing ou t the qu estion of a per­ 
son’s gu ilt or innocence, ev ery A m tri 7 
can is entitled to consu lt an attorney 
when arrested and to hav e a hearing 
within twenty -fou r hou rs. 
All consti­ 
tu tional rights were, howev er, denied 
to McNamara in this case.” 
Representativ e Stanley of Kentu cky , 
a member of the committee on ru les, 
commenting on the Berger resolu tion, 
^paid: 
‘ These men who arrested Mc­ 
N am ara and other labor men are not 
gov ernment officers. 
For that reason 
congress has nothing to do with the 
matter. 
It is a criminal case and doep 
not call for a gov ernment inv estiga­ 
tion.” 
This opinion of Stanley ’s on 
the su bject is of the more importance 
inasmu ch as he is known as an ardent 
friend of labor and has alway s here­ 
tofore ru shed to its su pport on all oc­ 
casions.
